cookies are truly delicious and very 
easily and quickly .made. Melt two 
squares (ounces) of chocolate and 
butter size of an egg, to a paste. 
Let cool and add one cop of sugar, 
two unbeaten eggs, one cup of 
flour, one teaspoon baking powder, 
salt and one teaspoon and bake in 
moderate oven. 
Canapes of Asparagus — This 


makes an exceptionally dainty en- 
tree. To prepare th« canapes, take 
slices of stale bread about two in- 
ches thick and stamp into meat 
rounds ^with a biscuit cutter. With 
a smaller cutter mark a circle, in 
the center of each and'scoop out 
the crumbs to the depth of an. inch. 
This must he. carefully -done soAS 
to leave a firm bottom and side. 
Beat an egg and add to it*cupful 
of milk. Arrange the canapes in a 
shallow dish, and pour the milk and 
egg mixture over-them. This a- 
mount will .make five or six cana- 
pes. Let them lie in this just two 
01 three " moments, then take -. up 
carefully and slip into a kettle ccT 
boflmg lard. They must not be 
cro-wded. They will turn golden 
brown in just'.a moment, and need 
to be carefully -watched to prevent 
their getting too dark.. Take out 
with a, skimmer and. drain on soft 
paper. Cook th,e tender tops of a 
pint of asparagus, then drain well. 
Put. into a saucepan .two table- 
spoohwuls butter and one spoonful 
-flour. "When bubbly add a half 
cupful boiling water and let come 
to a boil. 'Add thtf cooked aspara- 
gus, the juice of half a-fe»on and 
a tablespoon of chopped 'parsley. 
Fill the canapes with this, arrange 


on a napkin or platter and garnish 
with slices of cut lemon and pars- 
Icy or cress.
